In its efforts t 
belittle the silver movement, uni 
especially Nevada where that move 
ment originated, it resorts to in is rep 
reseutatlon and credits this State with 
only 8,507 votes at the recent election 
The fact is Nevada polled over 11,00( 
votes at the Presidential election ac 
cording to the most reliable informa 
tion attainable, but several hundred 
ballots were rejected by the election 
boards for informalities, and the re 
turns according to the Western Union 
Telegraph Company'!) reports 
from 


every county seat in the Stale show 
that 10,655 votes were counted for 
President. 


Tbo gold press, notably the Chicago 


Times-Herald, which is owned by the 
syndicate that is said to hold $118,00( 
of the unpaid obligations of Mr. Me 
Kmley, and the New York Post, which 
is owned by an English syndicate, give 
Bryan's vote as the total vote of Ne 
voda.

THE MEETING TO-NIGHT. 


Our legislative delegation has called 


a meeting of citizens at tbe courthouse 
this evening to discuss the municipal 
questions voted upon at tbe recent 
election. There should be a general 
Attendance as tbe questions involved 
are of the greatest importance to Reno. 
We want a municipal government ac- 
cording to the vote polled in its favor, 
and tbe people were strongly in favor 
of municipal water works also. As 
there are various kinds of municipal 
governments and various methods of 
supplying the tows with pure water 
the people should determine as near as 
may be what they want. We could get 
water from Hunter's Creek or Prosser 
Creek or tbe Little Truckee if the peo- 
ple could bear tbe expense, or pump it 
from a reservoir • somewhere up the 
river by the Holly system. The pipes 
now in place and use might be purhcased 
or aew pipes laid or arrangements 


' made with the water ^company to fur- 
nish pnrer water and obviate tbe neces- 
sity of erecting new works. We might 
incorporate the town so that tbe gov- 
ernment would be comparatively inex- 
pensive or adopt a system tbtit would 
require more revenue than could bo 
derived from licenses and taxation to 
OUlaUin It. In brief a good many 
things might be done that would not 
be very satisfactory to the property 
holderi and business men. 


Instead of finding fault with what 


toot* who attend the meeting might 
propose t» sanction go there yourself 
and nuke suggestions and endeavor to 
get them adopted if you believe them 
to be for the best interests of the town. 
If one-fifth of those who voted to in- 
corporate the town and to have the 
town acquire and operate waterworks 
attend there will be a large meeting.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 4.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from the 
4th to 8th, and 10th to 14th. 


The next disturbance will reach the 


Pacific Coast about 15tb, cross the west, 
of the Eockies country by the close of 
;he 16th, the Great Central Valleys 
torn the 17th to 19tb, and the Eastern 
States the 20th, 


The warm wave will croaa the west'of j 


Rockies country about the 16th, great | 
central valleys 17th, Eastern States | 
9th. The cool wave will croaa the 
west of Bookies country about the 18tb, 
great central valleys 20th, Eastern 
States 22d. 
This disturbance ..will, occur in the 


ow temperature storm period and the 
emperatures will average below the 


wl of the month. About the dates 


overed by this -disturbance the coldest 
art of the month will be duo. 
Temperature of the week ending 12tb 


will average about normalacd tbo rain- 
fall will'be above the normal. 


All the' above forecasts are made 


under conditions. December, 1896, will 
bo an unusual weather month and I 
hswe expected the magnetic forces of 
the earth to. be reversed 1st to 6th. 
The peculiar relative positions of the 
sut,, earth, moon and planets Bre socb 
as to make it quite difficult to deter- 
mine on what date tho reversals will 
occur and I have deemed it best to give 
the weather in its regular order. 


Watoh for the reversals and continu- 


ing from that date for two to four 
weeks the weather changes will-be 
almost exactly the reverse of want is 
stated ia the-fovucusts of this bulletin. 


I do not expect to continue tlieee 


conditional forecasts as.I will soon be 
ablo to correctly calculate these re- 
versals. Hope that this will be the 
last conditional forecast it will bo neo- 
ossary for ma to make. 


The woutl.or of January will come in 


the regular order, or direct aa we call it 
to distinguish it from the reversals. 
February will be fujl of reversals and I 
expect to bo able .to .correctly forecast 
them. 


My forecast of general features of 


November wenther'were- remarkably 
well fulfilled. .High temperatures in 
the first week, a great fall in tempera- 
tures, heavy snows and rain second 
week, a temporary rise in temperatures 
in the flrst part of the thlrH week, aii'd 
another great fall the last part of-the 
third week, high temperatures with 
small amount of rain near the 25th and 
26th ware accurately forecasted and the 
rasulfc must be remembered by all who 
carefully 
observe weather changes. 


Cold of 27th went below calculations. 


Oiio point should be awfully noted 


by interested readers. In two-thirds of 
the months weather changes are direct, 
or come in regular order, while in one- 
third of the months the changes are 
reverse, or eome exactly opposite to 
tho regular order -in every respect. 
There are no half way changes. When 
the reversals come the changes are 
turned exactly upside down, 


The point to be noted is that for 


September, October and November no 
reversals were predicted and none oc- 
curred. For August and December re- 
versals were predicted. They came in 
August; will they come in December?
